&on aa Governor of Cape Colony and 
Imperial High Commissioner for Eug- 
Und iu South Africa is in the present 
critical state of affairs a most delicate 
one. With the resignation of Cecil 
Rhodes a Premier of the Cape, who 
was until the defeat of Dr. Jameson's 
attempted mvasion'of the Transvaal, 
the virtual ruler of ISouth African af 
fairs, Governor Robinson has became 
the must prominent figure in tutu 
much disturbed country. 


Sir Hercules' experience as a diplo- 


mat has been ex-eusive. In 1881 he 
went out to South Africa, which was 
Xhen embroiled iu .war, and for eight 
years labored wisely and effectively. 
He presided over the Royal Commis- 
sion which drew up the first Transvaal 
Convention, and the subsequent con- 
vention of 1884 owed much to his ini- 
tiative. His present appointment was 
bestowed upon him last year on the 
expiration of Sir Henry Loch's term. 


Cedl Rhodes' Career. 


Cecil Rhodes, the Premier of Cape 


Colony, the moving spirit in all 
South African development and the 
richest man in that continent, is re- 
garded in England as the prime factor 
in the movement against tbe Boers of 
the Transvaal irbich has resulted so 
disastrously to the British forces. 
Jamieson is a strong friend and ad- 
mirer of Rhodes, and, from the tenor 
of cable dispatches, it looks as though 
the Premier had coached Jamieson 
and had famished him with men and 
ammunition. Certainly, if he did not 
furnish material, be gave moral aid, 
as it would have been foolhardy for 
the English miners aod adventurers 
in the Transvaal to engage in a con- 
flict with the Boers without some 
promise of support from Rhodes. 
Many Englishmen are inclined to 
donbt Rhodes loyalty.

Great Britain and Germany 
IB by 


no means cleared of the rumors' oi 
war, the situation, as given by the 
latest telegraphic dispatches, .in- 
dicates, at least, a general calming 
down of the barking dogs of war. 
The British have not fully recover- 
ed from the feeling that the Euro- 
pean nations are pitted against 
them, waiting only for a favorable 
opportunity to make a determined 
move. The situation in Transvaal 
seems to have improved very little. 
Active hostilities have ceased, but 
the populace appears to be in a 
state of foment and not at all posi- 
tive that tbe local troubles are at 
an end. 
Tbe legislative body sat 


long enough to hear President 
Krneger's assertion that he« will 
maintain the principles of the Boer 
republic against all odds and 'then 
adjourned till the general excite- 
ment has had time to abate. ( In 
other words, President Krueger has 
assumed control of the destinies of 
his followers and the legislature 
will have an opportunity to speak 
later. 


As to what is going on in diplo- 


matic circles the general public is 
very much in the dark. While on 
the surface the complications grow- 
ing out of Dr. Jamieson's raid ap-

which the rights and interests of the 
United States are involved, that the 
American continents, by the free and 
independent condition which they 
have assumed and maintained, were 
thenceforth not to be considered as 
subjects for future colonization by any 
European power.

the United States would couaiuer any 
attempt by the allied powers of 
Europe to extend tueir system to any

not interfered and shall not interfere, 
but ibat with the governments who 
have declared their independence and 
maintained it. whose independence

The defendants plead duress on the 


part of the Government of Hawaii, 
for whom they acted. The defendants 
claim to have acted as common car 
riers, but will take Cranstoun back to 
Honolulu free, and provide all neces 
sarlea for the voyage. 


John Cranstoun, the plaintiff, wa* 


the first witness called. 
He told of 


his arrest and forced voyage on the 
Warrimoo. 
He protested to the Cap- 


tain,, who said he bad no papers from 
tbe Government at Hawaii. Some 
time after be—the captain—said that 
be had a bond of indemnity. He sent 
a letter to tbe captain, stating tbat be 
would hold him responsible for wrong 
ful deportation. 


On being cross examined the plain 


tiff said, that he had been in Hono 
lulu eight months, but was not a rev- 
olutionist. He was a member of tbe 
Scheutzen Club, but it was not a Roy- 
alist club. 


The next witness called was Clar- 


ence W. Ash ford. He was called oy 
the plaintiff to testify to certain con- 
ditions of the law of Hawaii as estab- 
lished by treaties, constitution and 
statutes, at tbe time of tbe deporta 
tion. His Lordship ruled that upon 
the pleadings, tbe court here had uo 
concern with these questions, so Mr. 
Ashford was excused. 


Mr. Wilson, for plaintiff, then read 


the evidence given by Capt. Bird, upon 
bis explanation for discovery of tbe 
defence some months since, in wb.ch 
he admitted the material facts alleged 
by plaintiff as to the facts of the de- 
portation and tbat tbe officers of the 
Hawaiian Government had been in 
treaty with him—Capt. Bird—during 
much of the day tbat event happened, 
in tbe effort to secure his consent to 
carry the meu from Honolulu to Van- 
couver. 
CJM '. Bird refused to do so 


until tbat Government tendered him 
a letter, in the form of a bond of in 
demnity, and assuming all liability 
for damages which might accrue to 
the man about to be deported. 


Tbe trial was resumed tbe next day. 


Charles Wilson, Q,. C , counsel for tbe 
plaintiff, put in the interrogatories of 
James Huddart, which closed the evi- 
dence. 


Mr. E. P. Davis, Q. C., then moved 


for a non-suit for both defendants. 
Mr. Davis proceeded to argue for the 
non suit stating that Mr. Huddart (if 
present, wbicb he was not), might 
lawfully deport the 
plaintiff, 
but 


Capt. Bird if be made a misiakr- lu 
deporting him, made tbat mistake in 
law not fact, a« he, Capt. Bird, wa* 
aware of all the facts. The com- 
mauder-iu-chjef was sole 
head at 


Honolulu, under the martial law 
which existed at the time tbe plain- 
tiff was deported, and he issued an 
order to remove the plaintiff from 
Honolulu to Vancouver. Capt. Bird 
was in this way acting as the agent 
of tbe Hawaiian Republic aud it was 
an act of state ar<l an act of sover- 
eignty, so no action could be brought 
against him for this 
A case of de- 


portation from Chile was cited in 
which the fare to Liverpool was four 
times tbat usually charged but in this 
case the fare was what was usually 
charged. It was admitted, however, 
that tbe plaintiff did not pay his own 
fare but who paid it effected the case 
very slightly. As regards tbe voyage 
Cranstoun admitted tbat be waa used 
tbe same as other second class pas- 
sengers and probably didn't think 
about entering a protest until aft> ;

and parries you will be "done up" in 
short order. 


In feudal timea every able-bodied 


Japanese was obliged to become an 
expert swordsman, so that in the event 
of war he could go to the front and do 
his share of fighting. But witb the 
improvement in the methods of war- 
fare, and which the Japanese were 


warning each other to took out for 
what might be coming next.
